ADDRESS OF MR. 


The Annual General Meeting of Barclays Bank was held on 
January 21 at Southern House, Cannon Street, London, E.C. 

Mr. Frederick Craufurd Goodenough (Chairman), before deal- 
ing with the accounts, spoke of the great loss sustained by the 
Bank through the sudden death of Sir Herbert Hambling, Bart., 
the Deputy-Chairman. He went on to say that the net profit for 
the year ended December 31 last amounted to £1,794,825, to which 
had to be added £559,363 brought forward, making a total sum 
to be dealt with of £2,354,188. After providing out of the profits 
of the year for all debts considered to be doubtful and not 
already provided for in previous years, they were enabled to 
make an addition of £200,000 to the contingency account, and, 
at the same time, to maintain their dividend. Taking the results 
of the year as a whole, he thought the shareholders would feel 
that these had been very satisfactory, and they would have been 
even better but for the need of making large provision for 
doubtful accounts. The investments stood in the balance sheet at 
or below their market price on December 31 last, full provision 
for depreciation having been made out of the investment reserve 
account, to which they had credited for many years past the 
profits realised on sales of investments from time to time, as well 
as profits on maturing bonds as they were paid off. Share- 
holders would recollect that in 1925 and 1926 the Bank added 
substantial amounts to the reserve fund out of investment reserve 
account. 

GERMAN DEBTS 


Proceeding, the Chairman referred to the German debts in 
which the Bank, in common with other banks all over the world, 
was interested. Barclays Bank held certain Treasury bills issued 
by two of the States in Germany, where they had important 
banking connections. These bills would certainly, in the Board’s 
opinion, be paid, although the repayment would be delayed, 
owing to the difficulty of obtaining the necessary foreign ex- 
change, which was one of the chief problems of the Reichsbank 
at the present time. In addition to these bills, they had granted 
accommodation on ordinary banking lines to some of the leading 
German banks and to a few private firms for trade purposes 
between the two countries. There was apparently an idea that 
the banks in this country had lent large sums of money to Ger- 
many for purposes of development of one sort or another and 
often unwisely. He did not think that such was the case. So 
far as their own Bank was concerned, with the exception of the 
Treasury: bills mentioned, all their advances were granted solely 
for financing trade. The Board felt confident that these debts 
should be regarded as good, and that they would be liquidated in 
due course as soon as the exchange difficulties had been over- 
come, whatever might be the result of the forthcoming negotia- 
tions in regard to German war debts. Should, however, the 
‘German position turn out badly, which the Board did not antici- 
pate, then, besides their reserve fund, the bank had other sub- 
stantial surplus reserves sufficient to meet any contingency that 
might occur. 


FUNDAMENTAL CAUSES OF WORLD CRISIS 


Referring in general terms to the long series of catastrophic 
events in widely different parts of the worid in the year under 
review, and showing, in brief outline, the many difficulties which 
had been encountered and dealt with, the Chairman observed 
that the immediate cause which brought about the chapter of 
disasters had been undoubtedly the fall in gold prices of com- 
modities. The fundamental causes, however, were to be found in 
the problems of tariffs and the payment of war debts and repara- 
tions, which latter must soon be again considered at an inter- 
national conference. In this regard, there was good ground for 
hope, owing to the fact that there was now a much wider 
understanding and appreciation on the part of all Governments 
concerned of the issues which were involved, and this under- 
standing had undoubtedly produced a much better feeling be- 
tween Ren, There was certainly a great desire on the part of 
the American and French Governments to endeavour to solve the 
problems so as to meet the situation and to help to restore the 
world as a whole to a sound economic basis. He, himself, felt 
satisfied that it was the desire of the French Government to co- 
operate in this important matter, although they had naturally 
their own interests to consider. If France should see her way 
to make a gesture to the world as great as that contained in the 
Balfour Note, it would, in his opinion, lead the world a long way 
towards the settlement of its economic problems. Having regard 
to existing tariff barriers, full payment under the Young Plan 
was clearly impossible of achievement and, therefore, any final 
settlement must involve goodwill and sacrifice. 


BRITISH TRADE POSITION 


Turning to this country’s trading position, which was of special 
interest, owing to the suspension of the gold standard and of the 
alteration in our fiscal system, the Chairman stated that some 
benefit had accrued to certain industries as the result of the 
depreciation of sterling, but it had been less than was anticipated, 
due, partly, to the high tariffs and other restrictions imposed

abroad and partly to the departure of other countries from the 
gold standard. There had been a of somewhat greater 
activity in internal trade, accompanied by a reduction in unem- 
ployment, and, altogether, there was generally a rather more 
hopeful feeling in regard to the outlook. Speaking in terms of 
value, imports and exports for the year 1931 were substantially 
lower than for the preceding year, but the falling off in the value 
of exports was much more pronounced than in the case of im- 
ports. The lower level of prices, particularly of imports, was an 
important cause of this decline. The reduction in exports in both 
value and volume was, he said, not surprising when they remem- 
bered the almost prohibitive tariff barriers and other restrictions 
which had been raised by certain countries with the object of 
excluding the entrance of foreign-made goods. 


TARIFF BARRIERS 


After dwelling upon the extent to which the difficulties experi- 
enced in the settlement of international debts had been caused 
by the tariff barriers imposed by creditor nations, and why it 
became necessary to meet the exigencies of the moment, that this 
country, in many instances, should restrict the free imports of 
foreign goods, the Chairman proceeded to state that it was evi- 
dent from the position to which international trade had been 
reduced during the last two years that the traditional Free Trade 
policy of Great Britain as a creditor nation was Justified and that 
the unreasonably high protectionist attitude adopted by other 
creditor nations was doing immense harm. 

To-day many debtor nations were in actual default, whilst 
others were only meeting their engagements with great difficulty. 
These developments were due, to a considerable degree, to the 
unwillingness of certain of the principal creditor countries of the 
world to accept payment in the only form in which debts could 
now be paid, that was to say, in goods. The alternative method, 
of making payment in gold, had become virtually impossible, 
owing to a very large part of the available stocks of monetary 
gold being now concentrated in the hands of the United States 
and France. Unless some means could be found for gold to be 
circulated more freely, it would seem that gold would no longer 
be capable of being put to its normal use as a basis of currency 
and credit, and as a measurement of world prices. In that case, 
gold would lose its value and those countries must inevitably be 
faced with enormous losses. 

Proceeding, the Chairman urged that, in the interests of inter- 
national trade, there should be a general reduction in tariffs, and 
that it would also be an advantage if the war debts and repara- 
tions, which had no commercial value behind them, could be 
satisfactorily dealt with, as this would lead probably to a re- 
distribution of gold to form the basis of fresh currency and 
credit. While a tariff system in Great Britain might prove un- 
avoidable for a long time to come, care should be exercised in 
the imposition of duties, and their effects would have to be 
carefully watched as indiscriminate use of them would do this 
country an immeasurable amount of harm. 


OVERSEAS INVESTMENT 


Alluding to the policy of overseas investment which this 
country had pursued and to the absence during the past two 
years of such large sums as we were in the habit of investing for 
world development and new enterprise owing to the reduction 
in the income from invisible exports, the Chairman said it was 
to our own interest, as well as to those of the rest of the world, 
that we should rapidly regain the ability to make these invest- 
ments overseas, which had been one of the greatest fertilising 
influences on the world’s economic system as well as an important 
factor in building up our position as a great industrial nation. 


A HOPEFUL OUTLOOK 


Referring, in conclusion, to certain of the factors relating to 
this country’s internal affairs, the Chairman said there was now 
a greater realisation that it is essential to economise and to save 
wherever it is possible to do so, without unduly restricting public 
or private expenditure of a productive and profitable character. 
There had been a great cry regarding the disinclination to work, 
but he, himself, did not believe that much fault could be found 
in this respect. It had been the lack of opportunity which had 
prevented work being done. This lack of opportunity to work 
had been due, in part, t- the failure of the resources for world 
development which this country used consistently to earn and to 
invest abroad, and which opened up fresh markets for industry 
and trade. It had also been due to the foreign tariffs, which, by 
some means or another, must be reduced in the interests of the 
whole world. The adverse effects of these foreign tariffs upon 
world trade were now making themselves increasingly felt and 
were being understood. If they could be reduced and if war 
debts and reparations could be dealt with, he felt that the two 
principal causes of the present depression would have been re- 
moved, and that we might then confidently look forward to a 
period of increasing prosperity. 

The Report and accounts were adopted and other formal 
business transacted.

(DOMINION, COLONIAL AND OVERSEAS) 
MR. F. C. GOODENOUGH’S REVIEW 


The Sixth Ordinary General Meeting of Barclays Bank 
(Dominion, Colonial and Overseas) was held on January 21 at 
Southern House, Cannon Street, London. 

Mr. Frederick Craufurd Goodenough (the Chairman) presid- 
ing, after referring with deep regret to the loss which the Bank 
had sustained in the sudden death of Sir Herbert Hambling, 
Bart., the Deputy-Chairman, said : Turning to the balance sheet, 
it should be remembered, when comparing the figures with those 
of the previous year, that a considerable proportion of our busi- 
ness is transacted in South Africa. The assets and liabilities in 
that country, which are in South African pounds, have therefore 
been converted into sterling at the rate of exchange current at 
the date upon which .the balance sheet was made up—namely, 
September 30, 1931. This involves an increase, when expressed 
in pounds sterling, of both liabilities and assets in South Africa, 
with the exception only of the bank’s premises there, which have 
not been written up. 


ADJUSTMENT TO STERLING VALUES 


This adjustment to sterling value explains the increase in the 
total figures at September 30, 1931, which exceed £79 million, as 
compared with £74 million in 1930. It also accounts for the in- 
crease in current and deposit accounts from £62 million to £68 
million. 

The amount of the notes in circulation shows some reduction at 
£781,000, as against £918,000, while on the assets side cash in 
hand, at £13,600,000, shows an increase of approximately 
£1,800,000, but money at cali, at £2,075,000, is less than in the 
previous year by almost £1 million. Bills discounted amount to 
£13 million, against £14 million, and this reduction indicates the 
shrinkage in the value and volume of the commodities which are 
being financed by the Bank. Advances total £29 million, an 
increase of £4 million, which is partly explained by the conver- 
sion from South African pounds into sterling already referred to. 
[ may mention that the normal credit requirements of our 
customers have not been curtailed. 


VALUE OF THE INVESTMENTS 


Investments show an increase of £1,539,000 and stand at 
£14,509,000. Depreciation upon these investments has been 
provided out of our reserve for contingencies. The Bank’s in- 
vestments are almost entirely in securities of the British, 
Dominion, or Colonial Governments, and a large proportion are 
short-dated. These securities have been taken in the balance 
sheet at the value on September 30 last, since which date, how- 
ever, there has been some appreciation in value. 


PROFIT AND LOSS ACCOUNT 


The net profit for the year ended September 30, 1931, after 
making full provision for bad and doubtful debts, amounted to 
the sum of £402,753, being £63,000 less than in the preceding 
year. In view of the further fall in commodity prices and the 
world-wide depression in business, we consider that the earnings 
of the Bank may be regarded as satisfactory, especially in view 
of the fact that, during the greater portion of the year, our liquid 
funds have been pocnin Rew at lower rates of interest than has 
been the case for several years past. 

An interim dividend on the ‘‘A”’ and ‘‘ B”’ shares at the 
rate of 44 per cent. per annum, was paid in July last. It is now 
proposed to pay a final dividend on these shares at the rate of 
5 per cent. per annum, and in the case of both ‘‘ A’”’ and * B”’ 
shares the final dividend will be subject to deduction of income 
tax at 4s. 2d. in the pound. The final dividend on the preference 
shares will be subject to deduction of income tax at 4s. 8d. in the 
pound. 


DIFFICULT TRADING CONDITIONS 


You are, of course, fully aware of the difficult conditions by 
which business has been affected in almost every country in the 
world during the past year, arising chiefly from the continued 
fall in commodity prices. These difficulties have been experi- 
enced in all the territories in which the Bank is established. 

In order to assist the South African exchange position in pro- 
viding cover for remittances, we agreed to join with the Reserve 
Bank and the Standard Bank of South Africa in the formation of 
an exchange pool. The Union Government are confident that, 
with this assistance, the exchange position will be successfully 
met, and they are also confident that they will find no difficulty 
in continuing on the gold standard and that the interests of the 
exporters, as well as of business generally, will not suffer in the 
ong run, 

The Chairman then moved that the Report of the Directors, 
produced, together with the annexed statement of the Company’s 
accounts as at September 80, 1931, duly audited, be received, 
approved, and adopted, and that a final dividend at the rate of 
8 per cent. per annum on the cumulative preference shares, less 
Income tax at the rate of 4s. 8d. in the £, and at the rate of 
) per cent. per annum on the ‘‘A”’ and ‘‘B’”’ shares, less 
Income tax at the rate of 4s. 2d. in the £, be declared payable 
ou January 22, 1932, to the shareholders registered in the books 
0: the Company on December 31 last. 


COMPANY’S ACTIVITY ABROAD 


The Chairman reviewed the conditions in the various areas of 
the Company’s activities, including South Africa, Southern 
Rhodesia, Northern Rhodesia, Mauritius, Kenya, British West 
Africa and the West Indies. 

The Report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

APEX (TRINIDAD) OILFIELDS 


STRONG FINANCIAL POSITION 
INCREASED PRODUCTION 


The Twelfth Ordinary General Meeting of Apex (Trinidad) 
Oilfields, Limited, was held, on January 21, at Winchester 
House, Old Broad Street, London, E.C. 

Mr. Walter Maclachlan (Chairman and one of the Managing 
Directors), presiding, said :—I shall deal, in the first place, with 
the profit and loss account, which shows that the oil profits for 
the year, together with sundry revenue, amount to £337,188. 
From this there is written off £139,271 in respect of amortisation 
of wells and £9,526 of expenditure in London, leaving a net 
prone for the year of £188,390. Adding to this £159,274 brought 
orward from the preceding year, we have a total of £347,664, of 
which £39,375 has been omen in payment of interim dividend 
No. 22 of 74 per cent. and the Directors’ percentage thereon, 
and £42,550 is reserved for income tax, leaving a balance of 
£265,739 to the credit of the profit and loss account. 


BALANCE SHEET 


Dealing now with the balance sheet, the share capital at 
£500,000 and the general reserve account at £80,000 remain 
unchanged; as you are aware, we propose that the general 
reserve account be now increased to £180,000. The amount 
reserved for income tax is £78,143, and the sundry creditors 
stand at £25,411. 

On the other side, the property account amounts to £265,930, 
and the next three items, which aggregate £333,595, represent the 
capital expenditure on the development and equipment of the 
property, including the cost of drilling wells, after providing 
for amortisation of the wells and depreciation of the buildings, 
plant, and equipment, the total amount thus written off since the 
commencement of our operations being £1,117,000. 

It is hardly necessary to point out that the amount of 
£599,525, at which the fixed assets stand in our balance sheet, 
does not adequately represent their actual value, and has been 
arrived at only as the result of a consistent policy of ample 
depreciation and amortisation. 

The remaining assets comprise stores, oil in storage pending 
delivery, debtors for oil sold, and sundry debtors, and cash in 
bank and Treasury bills, amounting in all to £349,769. 


FINAL DIVIDEND 


We now propose the payment of a final dividend of 124 per 
cent., less British income tax at 2s. 8.08d. in the pound, making 
a total dividend of 20 per cent. for the year; owing to the lower 
rate of income tax deducted, the gross return really represents 
the equivalent of 234 per cent., less full tax at 5s. in the pound. 

I shall now refer to the proposed transfer of £100,000 to 
general reserve account. As has been indicated, notwithstanding 
the very substantial amount which has thus been distributed in 
dividends, the value of our fixed assets and liquid assets is 
greatly in excess of the net amount of £949,294 (subject only 
to £25,000 due to sundry creditors and the amount reserved 
for income-tax) at which they stand in our balance sheet. 

As was pointed out at our last General Meeting, the total 
cash capital which has been provided for the company from its 
commencement up to the present date has been only £425,125. 

It has consequently been necessary from time to time to put 
back into the undertaking considerable sums out of profits in 
order to finance the expansion of our operations, which is indi- 
cated by our output for the past year of 522,000 tons and our 
aggregate output to date of approximately 2,646,000 tons. The 
sum of £100,000 which is now proposed to be dealt with forms 
part of the profits which have been used in this manner. 

When this has been done, and the other appropriations have 
been provided for, the balance of profit to be carried forward 
will amount to £100,114. 


OIL PRODUCTION AND DELIVERIES 


The output for the year was 522,194 tons, which was produced 
from 132 wells. This showed an increase of 97,000 tons over 
the previous year, and was thus a high record output for the 
property. 

The Casing-Head Gasolene Plant has been in operation since 
November, 1930, and the result of the first year’s working has 
exceeded all the expectations which attended its installation. 
Its production amounted to 889,700 gallons of high-grade petrol 
spirit, which was mainly delivered under our contract with the 
United British Refineries. The results fully justify the exten- 
sion of the plant, which is now in progress, and should be com- 
pleted within the next three months, when the gasolene produc- 
tion will be increased to between 5,000 and 6,000 gallons per 
day. 

The crude oil and gasolene delivered to the Refineries of Trini- 
dad Leaseholds and the United British Refineries and used on the 
property during the year amounted to 521,783 tons. 


DRILLING PROGRAMME 


Our drilling programme during the year was directed towards 
meeting the existing conditions in the oil industry, and 48,311 ft. 
were drilled with the very substantial results indicated by the 
production figures which I have had the pleasure of submitting. 

AMORTISATION 

In accordance with our amortisation policy, a sum of £139,272 
has been written off the wells during the year, and up to date 
90 per cent. of the original cost of all our wells has been amor- 
tised. As a result, the whole of the wells now stand in the 
account at £108,708, which includes £26,419 expended on wells 
and new locations not due for amortisation, and the wells which 
yielded the production for last year thus stand in our balance 
sheet at only £82,289. 

The Report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

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RETAIL TRADE IN DECEMBER AND IN FEBRUARY—DECEMBER 


COMPARISON OF 1931 WITH 1930 


In continuation of the series of returns relating to 
retail trade which are being prepared by the joint efforts 
of the Incorporated Association of Retail Distributors 
and the Bank of England, there is given, on the opposite 
page, a table showing the relation of sales in December 
and in February-December, 1981, to those in the corre- 
sponding periods of last year. These sales figures are 
compiled from the statistics of a number of depart- 
mental stores, retail co-operative societies and con- 
cerns operating multiple retail shops. In addition, 
figures are given comparing the value of the stocks 
held, and also the number of persons employed, at the 
end of December, 1931, with those of a year earlier; 
these figures do not cover the co-operative stores. 


As in previous months, there was in December a 
decline in the money value of retail sales as compared 
with 1930, but the fall in that month was less than that 
recorded for November. The decrease in the total of 
retail sales amounted to 5-2 per cent. in December, the 
corresponding figure for November being 7 per cent. 
London (Central and West End), where sales fell by 
10:7 per cent., was the only district in which the de- 
crease exceeded 5 per cent. In this area a decline in 
demand for garments and accessories for winter sports 
was reported as affecting several categories adversely. 
London (Suburban) trade, however, declined by only 
4-4 per cent. The South of England showed the 
smallest decrease, 3-2 per cent. In all districts Christ- 
mas shopping, normally beginning towards the end of 
November, appears to have been deferred to a much 





later date than usual. If the volume of 1931 Christmas 
shopping had been about the same as in 19380, and had 
been concentrated in December, that month should 
have compared not unfavourably with December, 1930. 
The fact that the percentage reduction for December 
was slightly in excess of the average (4-7 per cent.) for 
February-November, coupled with the decline of 7 per 
cent. for November, suggests that the shopping was 
not merely postponed but was appreciably curtailed. 


No increase in the value of sales is shown for any of 
the different kinds of merchandise. Food and perish- 
ables, which constitute over half the total sales reported, 
decreased only by 3-6 per cent. from a year ago, the 
smallest percentage decline since February so far re- 
corded.

The chart on the opposite page traces, month by 
month, the volume of our imports and exports in 19381 
and 1980, the values represented being those calculated 
on the basis of the prices prevailing in the year 1930. 
The recorded values of the imports and exports have 
been converted in the manner outlined in the article 
on the volume of trade appearing on page 80 of the 
last issue of the “‘ B.T.J.,’’ allowance being made for 
changes in the average values which have occurred in 
the course of each year. The information relates to 
total imports and to British exports, the course of the 
re-export trade not being traced on the chart. 


The chart also shows the averages for the years 1924 
to 1929 (except 1926) on the basis of the prices pre- 
vailing in 1930, together with, as on previous occasions, 
averages for the five years 1909 to 1913 after making 
estimated allowances for the effects of the separation 
of the Irish Free State on the recorded values of the 
external trade of the United Kingdom. The year 1926 
has been omitted owing to the very abnormal trade 
in that year consequent upon the General Strike and 
the prolonged stoppage of coal production. 


Trade figures for any one month of any year are 
necessarily liable to accidental variations. The com- 
paratively steady trend of the monthly averages for 
the five years 1909 to 1913 and 1924 to 1929 (except 
1926), particularly when allowance is made for the 
differences in the number of days in the months, indi- 
cates that, in the averages for these periods, such 
accidental variations have been smoothed out. It will 
be noted that the Easter and Whitsun holidays appear

The output of coal in November was smaller than that 
for the previous month in all the countries for which 
particulars are given. It will be seen that for Belgium 
the November output was the lowest monthly output 
so far recorded for 1931, but that for Poland it was 
the highest, except that for October. In the remaining 
countries, while the November outputs were smaller 
than the monthly aggregates recorded in the first 
quarter of the year, they were, in general, higher than 
those in the late spring and summer months. 

In France, the Saar District, Germany, and the

to have affected the trade of April and of June to 
greater extent in the post-war period than in 1909 
to 1918, possibly due to the practice in more recent 
years of making some extension of the holiday period 
as compared with pre-war years. 


The import curve based on post-war averages is very 
similar in shape to that based on pre-war averages, 
The volume of imports falls during the spring and 
summer, reaches the lowest point in August or Septem- 
ber, rises sharply in October and is highest in the 
winter months. 


As regards exports, it will be seen that the pre-war 
averages show some increase in the volume of exports 
throughout the year. The post-war averages, on the 
other hand, would seem to indicate a definite increase 
in the volume of exports in October and a general slight 
downward trend until the following September. 


During 1930, imports followed the general trend, 
increasing to above the 1924-29 average after the first 
four months of the year. The year 1931 started with 
imports slightly below the 1924-29 average, and, instead 
of the usual seasonal decline, imports remained at 
about the same level till September; in October and 
November there was considerably more than the usual 
seasonal increase, and the year closed with a 
substantial decline from this high level. 


The general course of domestic exports in 1930 was 
downwards, and this trend continued until March, 1981. 
Subsequently the volume of exports was maintained 
at about the same level; in October the usual expansion 
was on rather less than the normal scale.

was smaller than that recorded in any month of 1930. 
This was also applicable to Belgium, if no account is 
taken of output in June, 1930, and to the United 
Kingdom, if the outputs in June and August of that 
year are excluded. In Poland, however, the November, 
1931, output was higher than that for any month of 
1930 except January. 


A comparison of the November aggregates with those 
of a year earlier shows, for Poland, an increase of 75 
per cent., and for the other countries the following 
percentage decreases :—United States, 20-9; Germany, 
11:1; Saar District, 9-1; United Kingdom, 62; 
Belgium, 5:1; and France, 5-0. 

From information received as to the number of days 
worked during November in France, Belgium, Ger- 
many, Poland and the United States, it is estimated 
that the average daily outputs of coal during that 
month, as compared with October, 1931, and

From the above table it will be seen that the average 
output per working day was higher for November than 
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for October in France, Germany, and Poland, and 
lower in Belgium and the United States. As compared 
with a year earlier, the daily output in November was 
lower in all the countries for which particulars are 
given with the exception of Poland, for which there was 
recorded an increase of about 3 per cent.

The stocks of coal at pithead at the end of November 
in the Saar District, Belgium, and Poland showed 
further increases as compared with October. In Ger- 
many, whilst there was a reduction of stocks in the 
Ruhr and in Lower Silesia, stocks in Western Upper 
Silesia received a further small addition. As compared 
with a year earlier, stocks at the end of November were 
considerably higher in the Saar District, Poland, and 
3elgium. In Germany, the coal stocks in the Ruhr 
and in Lower Silesia were much reduced, but there was 
an increase in Western Upper Silesia.

The considerable rise in the daily rate of pig iron 


production in the United Kingdom, which was a feature 
of the October records of output, was followed by 
further expansion in that country during November. 










The daily rate, as in October, was, however, below those 
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for the first seven months of 1931 and for any month 
of 1930. In Germany also there was an increase in 
the daily rate of output for November, as compared with 
that for October, but with this exception, the rate wag 
the lowest recorded either in 1931 or 1980. 


In France, the United States, the Saar District, and 
Luxemburg, the November returns indicated a further 
decline of output, the daily tonnage of pig iron made 
in each of these countries being the lowest recorded 
either in 1931 or 1930. In Belgium also a further 
falling-off in the daily make was recorded in November, 
the average being the lowest since April last; as com- 
pared with 1930 the rate was higher than the rates in 
the last six months of that year, but lower than those 
in the first six months. 


As compared with a year earlier, the average daily 
output of pig iron produced in November, 1931, shows 
the following percentage reductions :—United States, 
40-9; Germany, 33-0; France, 27-0; United Kingdom, 
22:8; Saar District, 20-1; and Luxemburg, 9-0. In 
Belgium an increase of 9-8 per cent. was recorded.

From the information available it would appear that 
the average daily output of pig iron per furnace in blast 
for the month of November was 186 tons in France, 
196 tons in the Saar District, 195 tons in Belgium, 
298 tons in Germany, 537 tons in the United States, 
and 145 tons in the United Kingdom.

There was, in November, a slight further increase im 
the quantity of crude steel produced in the United 
Kingdom, indicating, in view of the shorter length of 
the month, a substantial increase in the rate of pro- 
duction. An increase was also reported in the rate of 
production in the United States and Germany, which 
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checked the decline of the year. The total make of 
steel ingots and castings in the United Kingdom in 
November was the highest monthly aggregate recorded 
in 1931 with the exception of those for February and 
March, but was less than that for any month in 1930, 
except August, November, and December. 


In the United States, it will be remembered that, 
while the October aggregate was greater than that for 
September, a larger number of working days resulted 
in a somewhat smaller daily production. The November 
production, both in the aggregate, and as a daily 
average, was higher than that in either of the two pre- 
eeding months, but with these exceptions it was lower 
than that recorded for any other month of 1931 and 
for any month of 1930. The tonnage of steel ingots 
produced in the United States in November averaged 
63,750 tons daily for 25 working days reported for the 
month, as compared with 58,980 tons in October (27 
working days), and 88,490 tons in November, 1930 (25 
working days). 


In Germany the total tonnage of steel ingots and 
castings produced in November was the lowest monthly 
aggregate recorded either in 1931 or 1930. The daily 
average of the November production showed a slight 
increase over that for October and was about the same 
as that for September but showed a decline as compared 
with the earlier months of 1931 and with each of the 
months of 1930.

in November (24 working days), as against 21,980 tons 
in October (27 working days) and 31,610 tons in 
November, 1930 (23 working days).

INTERNATIONAL TRADE STATISTICS 
The issue of the ‘* B.T.J.’’ dated May 14, 19381, 


includes an article on the Brussels Convention of 1913 
and full particulars were then given as to the nature of 
the statistics obtained from countries adhering to the 
Convention whereby comparison of the trade statistics 
of various countries can be facilitated. 

The eighth volume of the ‘‘ Bulletin du Bureau 
International de Statistique Commerciale,’’ relating to 
the year 1929, has recently been published, and copies 
may be obtained from H.M. Stationery Office, 
Adastral House, Kinsgway, London, W.C.2, at a cost 
of 3s. 6d. (excluding postage). 

Under the terms of the Convention the various items 
classified in the Trade Returns of the several countries 
are summarised in five main divisions:—(I.) Living 
Animals; (II.) Food and Beverages; (III.) Raw or 
Simply Prepared Materials; (IV.) Manufactured 
Articles; and (V.) Gold and Silver, unworked, and 
Gold and Silver Coin. These groups are subdivided 
under 186 headings relating to individual commodities 
or classes of commodities, the five divisions comprising 
7, 42, 49, 84 and 4 headings, respectively. 

The latest issue of the Bulletin gives, for the year 
1929, comparable particulars regarding the trade of 19 
countries, including the United Kingdom, Belgium, 
France, Germany, the Netherlands, Czechoslovakia 
and the three Scandinavian countries. Of the British 
Dominions, only New Zealand is at present included. 
The imports and exports of each country, classified 
according to the above groupings, are recorded in the 
monetary unit of the respective countries and also in 
gold frances. For purposes of comparison the import 
and export trade of each country is shown under each 
of the 186 headings. A table is also included, giving 
the population of the respective countries and the total 
trade per 1,000 of the population.

CONTROL OF FOREIGN EXCHANGE IN 
AUSTRIA 


A translation of the Fourth Foreign Exchange Regu- 
lation, which came into force on January 9, has been 
received. 

The Regulation is, in the main, a very considerable 
restriction of facilities afforded by gaps in the previous 
Regulations for evasion of the object which the National 
Bank is desirous of achieving, viz., control over foreign 
exchange and balanced trade. 

The amount of money, Austrian or foreign, which 
may be carried out of the country by Austrians is also 
limited to a notable extent; but foreigners are entitled 
to take out of Austria with them the amounts of foreign 
curreacy which they brought in, provided such amounts 
be inscribed on their passports at the frontier station of 
entry and withdrawn from Austria within two months. 

A further feature of the new Regulation is the power 
given to the National Bank to control insurance con- 
tracts with foreign companies; while dealings in 
precious metals and coinage are also restricted. 

In particular, foreign firms or their agents have 
hitherto been able to use Austrian currency, which had 
been received in payment for exports to Austria and was 
not in a blocked account, to buy Austrian goods and 
could then export the latter at prices in schillings with- 
out the obligation to furnish the proceeds to the 
Austrian National Bank. This course, it appears, is 
no longer possible.

PORTUGAL 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’”’ of 
January 7 (page 16) the British Commercial Secretary 
at Lisbon now reports the publication in the Official 
Gazette of Decree No. 20719, under the terms of which 
the period within which foreign securities existing in 
Portugal must be stamped is extended to Decem- 
ber 31, 19358. 

In the preamble it is stated that most of the foreigt 
securities held in Portugal have depreciated consider- 
ably in value and are not quoted on foreign exchanges, 
and that it is inopportune to burden the holders with 
the expense of stamping.

BANK OF PORTUGAL’S POSITION 


A Decree, No. 20688, to legalise the position of the 
Bank of Portugal in the suspension of the gold exchange 
standard, was published in the Portuguese ‘‘ Diario do 
Governo ’’ of December 29, 1931. 


From a translation of the Decree it is observed that 
the exemption from the requirement that the Bank of 
Portugal shall maintain the value of the escudo at the 
value prescribed in Decree No. 19870 (gold escudo shall 
weigh 00739 gramme of a fineness of 900/1000) is to 
expire on April 30, 1932. 


The obligation contained in Article 15 of the same 
Decree that the Bank should redeem its notes in gold 
or foreign gold bills has been extended to cheques on 
London at the rate of 110 escudos to the £, with the 
addition of certain charges.

GALLANTRY AT SEA 
PRESENTATION OF BOARD OF TRADE SHIELD 


The Board of Trade Shield, awarded annually to the 
life-saving apparatus company in Great Britain or 
Northern Ireland which performs the best wreck 
service of the past year, was presented at Collieston, 
Aberdeenshire, on January 26, by Captain V. 5B. 
Rashleigh, C.B.E., R.N., Chief Inspector of H.M. 
Coastguard, to the Collieston Life-Saving Apparatus 
Company for the rescue of the crew of ten men of the 
steam trawler ‘‘ Nairn ’’ (197 gross tons) of Aberdeen. 


The ‘‘ Nairn ’’ went ashore at Broadhaven, 1} miles south 
of Collieston Coastguard Station, at about 10.10 p.m. on 
December 2, during a south-easterly gale accompanied by 
heavy rain and very heavy seas. Jn answer to the ship’s 
distress signals, the Coastguard called out the Collieston 
Life-Saving Apparatus Company by maroon signal and 
took steps to notify the appropriate lifeboat authorities. 
The Volunteers assembled very promptly and proceeded 
with the rocket apparatus to the scene of the wreck. 


The Company arrived at a position on top of a cliff abreast 
of the wreck at 11.20 p.m. Owing to the force of the wind 
communication could not be effected with the vessel from 
this position, although four rockets were fired. 


District Officer Smailes, of H.M. Coastguard, Peterhead, 
who had arrived on the scene and had taken charge of the 
operations, then proceeded down the cliff on to a ledge, 
where he was joined by Coastguardsman Shelley and Messrs. 
T. Walker, J. Henderson, and J. Robertson, members of the 
lifesaving company, with the rocket gear and a powerful 
acetylene lamp. Great difficulty was experienced in setting 
up the rocket machine in this position, owing to the limited 
space in which the men had to work, but eventually com- 
munication was effected with the wreck by means of a rocket. 
While the rescue gear was being hauled out by the crew of 
the vessel, the District Officer and Volunteers climbed at 
great risk on to the intervening rocks to prevent the gear 
fouling the rocks. 


Nevertheless the gear fouled the rocks on three occasions, 
and each time the District Officer, assisted by the three 
Volunteers, went down on to the seaward side of the outer 
rocks and cleared it. This operation involved considerable 
risk to the lives of the men concerned, for violent seas were 
breaking over the rocks and the strong wind and intense 
darkness added to their difficulty in keeping a foothold. 
Coastguardsman Shelley also incurred considerable risk in 
conveying messages to and from those on the rocks to the 
rest of the Company on the cliff top. 


The gear was eventually secured on board the vessel and 
the first man brought ashore in the breeches buoy by the rest 
of the Company working on top of the cliff. The rest of the 
crew of ten men, who were very exhausted, were safely 
landed by 3.15 a.m. The whole Company carried out their 
duties in an exemplary manner under very trying condi- 
tions. It was extremely difficult for them to keep a foothold 
— of the steep slope and the slippery state of the 
cliff,

COMBUSTION OF COAL DUSTS 


Research on the inflammability of coal dusts has hitherto 
been chiefly concerned with their ignition rather than with 
their combustion. It remained to study the reactions of 
various coal dusts during combustion. 

A study of these reactions is now described in *Safety in 
Mines Research Board Paper No. 73, ‘‘ The Combustion of 
Coal Dust,’’ by A. L. Godbert and R. V. Wheeler. The 
method employed in the tests was photographic; particles 
of coal dust were allowed to fall through a heated furnace, 
and, as they burnt, were photographed on sensitised paper 
wrapped round a revolving drum. The results show that 
the relative speeds of combustion of different coal dusts 
are, like their ignition speeds, determined by the reactivity 
of their ulmin materials and by their content of highly 
inflammable non-ulmin material. 


FUEL RESEARCH BOARD REPORT FOR 1930-31 


The Report of the Fuel Research Board for the year 
ended March 31, 1931, summarises shortly the more impor- 
tant developments during that period, while the Report of 
the Director of Fuel Research, incorporated with it, gives 
fuller details of the work in hand and the results achieved. 

An account is given of a new retort for the ‘‘ low tem- 
perature ’’ carbonisation of coal, built of brick instead of 
cast iron. Considerable progress has been made in the 
hydrogenation of tars to convert them into motor spirit and 
true oils, with the elimination of pitch. 

Experiments have been carried out with the vertical gas 
retorts showing the effect of scurf formation. Experiments 
have continued on methods for increasing the throughput 
of the horizontal gas retorts, and an increase of 70 per cent. 
over the normal rating has been obtained without detriment 
to the products, and without increasing the maximum tem- 
perature in the setting. 

Interesting results have also been obtained in connection 
with the removal of the fine coal, etc., from the wash water 
in coal washeries, and in the purification of fine coal.

SHIPBUILDING IN 1931 


According to Lloyd’s Register Annual Summary of Ship- 
building there were launched in the world during last year 
596 vessels of 1,617,115 tons gross, of which 502,487 tons were 
in Great Britain and Ireland, and 1,114,628 tons abroad. 
The output in Great Britain and Ireland represents 31-1 per 
cent. of the total, as compared with 51-2 per cent. for 1930 
and 54-5 per cent. for 1929. The output of the other leading 
countries is as follows :— 

The United States, 205,865 tons; Italy, 165,048 tons; 
Denmark, 125,974 tons; Holland, 120,296 tons; Sweden, 
112,703 tons; Germany, 103,934 tons; and France, 103,419 
tons. 

The net decrease in the world output as compared with 
1930 amounts to no less than 1,272,000 tons. In Great 
Britain and Ireland there has been a decrease of 976,000 
tons in the tonnage launched, while abroad the decrease 
amounts to 296,000 tons. 

In Great Britain and Ireland 49 vessels, of 204,381 tons, 
were launched for owners residing abroad, equal to 40-7 per 
cent. of the total output. Nine of these vessels, of about 
96,000 tons, will be registered in Norway, and 19, of about 
65,000 tons, are intended for the British Dominions over- 
seas. 

Of the total output of Germany, 40 vessels, of 91,773 tons, 
are intended for other countries; in Denmark, 13, ‘of 69,372 
tons, were launched for other countries, and in Sweden, 9, 
of 68,163 tons. It may be of interest to state that during 
1931 46 vessels, of 269,435 tons, were launched for Norwegian 
owners, of which tonnage less than 6} per cent. was built in 
Norway. 

The world launches for the year include 115 vessels of over 
6,000 tons each, of which 12 are of between 10,000 and 15,000 
tons, and 14 of 15,000 tons and upwards. 


MEANS OF PROPULSION 


The tonnage of new vessels which will be propelled by 
means of internal combustion engines amounts to about 
920,000 tons (228,000 tons in Great Britain and Ireland). 
In Great Britain and Ireland motorships amount to 45-8 per

cent. of the mechanically propelled tonnage launched during 
1931; abroad such percentage reaches 62:8. 

During the year there were launched 24 vessels of about 
994,000 tons which are to be fitted with steam turbines, 
nine vessels of 126,000 tons for which the turbo-electric 
system has been adopted, and 7 vessels of 26,500 tons with a 
combination of reciprocating steam engines and low pressure 
turbines. 

In Great Britain and Ireland there were launched eight 
turbine vessels of 44,900 tons, four turbo-electric vessels 
of 73,600 tons, and two vessels of 16,200 tons with a combina- 
tion of reciprocating engines and turbines. Also during the 
year 85 tankers, of 643,000 tons, were launched, of which 30, 
of 242,000 tons, were built in Great Britain and Ireland. Of 
these 85 tankers 73, of 553,000 tons, are motorships. 

It may be stated that of the steam tonnage launched in 
the world—683,000 tons—about 538,000 tons refer to steamers 
fitted to burn oil fuel under the boilers, so that of the world 
tonnage (1,617,000 tons) launched during 1931, less than 
10 per cent. is exclusively dependent on coal for propulsion. 


SHIPBUILDING DURING THE YEAR 


Lloyd’s Register Quarterly Returns show that at the open- 
ing of the past year 2,326,000 tons were being built through- 
out the world. Since then a steady decrease took place, the 
figures for the end of December being 1,404,000 tons, thus 
showing a decrease of 922,000 tons as compared with 
December, 1930, of which the major part (508,000 tons) is 
accounted for in Great Britain and Ireland. 

Only five countries at the beginning of 1931 had more 
than 100,000 tons of shipping under construction, viz. :— 
Great Britain and Ireland, 401,000 tons; the United States, 
208,000 tons; Italy, 178,000 tons; France, 164,000 tons, and 
Germany, 104,000 tons. 

In view of the present figures of tonnage under construc- 
tion, and taking into account the fact that the amount of 
tonnage laid down during 1931, as shown in Lloyd’s Register 
Quarterly Returns, has fallen considerably short of what 
would be required to fill the place of the vessels launched 
during the year, the position of the shipbuilding industry 
throughout the world cannot be regarded as favourable. 
The figures show, moreover, that the depression is bearing 
more hardly upon shipbuilders in Great Britain and Ireland 
than upon those in other countries. 


Vessets CLASSED BY Luioyp’s REGISTER 


Of the merchant vessels launched last year, 269, of 
1,146,711 tons (127 vessels of 476,698 tons in Great Britain 
and Ireland, and 142 of 670,013 tons abroad), were being 
built under the survey of the Society with a view to classi- 
fication in Lloyd’s Register Book. ‘These figures represent 
il per cent. of the total world output for the year 1931. 

Attention is specially drawn to the figures in ‘Table No. 8 
in the Annual Summary and to the red line in the diagram, 
showing the tonnage of new vessels classed by Lloyd’s 
Register during each calendar year for the last 34 years. 
Great variations have taken place during those years in the 
output of the various shipbuilding countries of the world, 
but the proportion of tonnage classed by Lloyd’s Register 
has only fluctuated within narrow limits. A remarkable 
feature disclosed by these figures is that the average yearly 
tonnage of new vessels classed by this Society for that long 
period (1898-1931) reaches 1,623,287 tons. 


ROAD VEHICLES IN GREAT BRITAIN 


A return has been issued by the Ministry of Transport 
giving particulars of the gross receipts from the taxation of 
road vehicles for the period from December 1, 7930, to 
November 30, 1931, and of the number of motor .ehicles 
registered for the first time during November last.

The gross amount received in payment for licences issued 
during the twelve months ended November 30, 1931, was 
£28, 134 ,723, compared with £27,825,174 in the correspond- 
ing period of the previous year. The gross amount is 
subject to deductions in respect of rebates, refunds, 
statutory deductions, including costs of collection and 


administration and the proportion due to the Exchequer, 
under the Finance Act, 1926, from the net receipts of the 
taxation of motor cycles and vehicles taxed on horse-power. 
Particulars are given of the total numbers of licences 
issued and surrendered during the twelve months to 
November 30, 1931, and of the approximate numbers of 
icences current on that date. 


The total number of motor 
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vehicles, excluding tramcars and trade licences, was 
approximately 1,918,000, compared with 1,936,000 in the 
corresponding period of the previous year. 

The total number of mechanically propelled road vehicles 
registered for the first time in November, 1931, was 16,771, 
compared with 17,968 in November, 1930, the figures for the

ESTIMATION OF FREE CALCIUM OXIDIX AND 
HYDROXIDE 


A knowledge of the amounts of hydrated and unhydrated 
free lime in cements and other building materials is fre- 
quently of the utmost importance. The complexity of many 
of those materials, however, makes the accurate estimation 
of free lime a matter of considerable difficulty. 


Apart from the methods made available or suggested by 
other investigators, certain methods have been modified or 
developed at the Building Research Station of the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research. 


All these methods are reviewed comprehensively in Build- 
ing Research Special Report No. 17 (‘‘ The Estimation of 
Free Calcium Oxide and Hydroxide ’’), published by H.M. 
Riphataery Office, Adastral House, Kingsway, London, 
W.C. 2, price Gd. net.

BRITISH INDIA 


OVERSEAS TRADE IN NOVEMBER, 1931 


The trade returns of British India for the month of 
November, 1931, as compared with the preceding month, 
showed an increase in the value of exports combined with 
decreases in those of imports and re-exports, states a press 
note forwarded by H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta 
from the Department of Commercial Intelligence and 


The value of exports of Indian produce and manufactures 
rose by Rs. 1,07 lakhs from Rs. 12,65 lakhs in October, 1931, 


to Rs. 13,72 lakhs in the month under report.

private merchandise totalled Rs. 8,93 lakhs, a decrease of 
Rs. 1,08 lakhs as compared with the preceding month. Re- 
exports were valued at Rs. 35 lakhs, a decrease of Rs. 10 
lakhs as compared with those of the preceding month.

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure, 
the total visible balance of trade in November, 1931, was 
Rs. 13,35 lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs. 11,48 
lakhs in October, 1931, and Rs. 4,60 lakhs in November, 
1930. During the eight months ended November, 1931, the 
visible balance of trade in merchandise and treasure was 
Rs. 35,76 lakhs in favour of India, as compared with 
Rs. 30,94 lakhs in the corresponding period of the preceding 
year. The balance of remittances of funds in November, 
1931, was minus Rs. 7,32 lakhs, and in the eight months 
ended November, 1931, plus Rs. 11,10 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS 


As compared with November, 1930, imports of food, drink 
and tobacco fell by Rs. 1,38 lakhs to Rs. 1,60 lakhs, those of 
raw materials by Rs. 20 lakhs to Rs. 1,22 lakhs, and of manu- 
factured articles by Rs. 1,40 lakhs to Rs. 5,78 lakhs. The 
decrease under food, drink and tobacco was chiefly attribut- 
able to a falling off in arrivals of sugar and provisions and 
oilman’s stores. Imports of sugar, 16 D.S. and above, de- 
clined from 100,000 tons, valued at Rs. 1,12 lakhs, to 30,000 
tons, valued at Rs. 38 lakhs. Beet sugar showed an advance 
of 6,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. 6 lakhs in value. Im- 
ports of rice amounted to about 2,000 tons, valued at Rs. 3 
lakhs, as compared with 300 tons, valued at Rs. 32,000, in 
November, 1930. There were no imports of wheat during the 
month. Imports of betelnuts decreased in quantity from 
102,000 cwts. to 78,000 cwts., and in value from Rs. 17 lakhs 
to Rs. 11 lakhs. Provisions and oilman’s stores, which were 
valued at Rs. 55 lakhs in November, 1930, shrank to Rs. 33 
lakhs in the month under report, the decrease being mainly 
under vegetable products. Imports of raw tobacco rose from 
9,000 Ibs., valued at Rs. 14,000, to 361,000 lbs., valued at 
Rs. 3 lakhs. 

Under raw materials, imports of kerosene oil improved 
from 3 million gallons, valued at Rs. 17 lakhs, to 4 million 
gals., valued at Rs. 26 lakhs. Fuel oils declined by 4 million 
gals. in quantity and by Rs. 8 lakhs in value. Imports of 
raw cotton, chiefly from Kenya Colony, Egypt and the 
United States, fell by 500 tons to 2,200 tons in quantity and 
by Rs. 14 lakhs to Rs. 18 lakhs in value. 

Under manufactured articles, imports of cotton yarn and 
manufactures improved by Rs. 13 lakhs. Imports of cotton 
yarn recorded an increase from 2-0 million lbs. to 2-4 million 
lbs. in quantity and from Rs. 20 lakhs to Rs. 21 lakhs in 
value. The yardage of piece-goods imported rose to 49-5 
millions, valued at Rs. 904 lakhs, from 36 millions, valued at 
Rs. 76 lakhs, a year ago. White goods improved by 5 million 
yards in quantity and by Rs. 7 lakhs in value, and coloured 
goods by 6 million yds. in quantity and Rs. 9 lakhs in value. 
Grey goods rose by 1 million yds. in quantity, but the value 
fell by Rs. 3 lakhs to Rs. 27 lakhs. Under iron and steel 
there was a decrease of Rs. 29 lakhs, of which beams, 
channels, etc., and sheets and plates accounted for Rs. 7 
lakhs and Rs. 5 lakhs respectively. Imports of machinery 
and millwork, including belting, declined by Rs. 26 lakhs. 
There was a decrease of Rs. 18 lakhs under vehicles, which 
was due mainly to a falling off in arrivals of motor cars 
(— Rs. 13 lakhs). The other noticeable movements were de- 
creases under hardware (— Rs. 9 lakhs), electrical goods 
and apparatus (— Rs. 6 lakhs), and woollen piece-goods 
(~ Rs. 3 lakhs), and an increase under aniline dyes (+ Rs. 5 


lakhs).

Dispatches of wheat, which had 
amounted to 2,600 tons, valued at Rs. 24 lakhs in November, 
1930, declined to 600 tons, valued at Rs. 74,000. Exports of 
tea declined from 47 million lbs. to 43 million lbs. in 
quantity and from Rs. 2,96 lakhs to Rs. 2,34 lakhs in value. 
Exports of coffee fell from 7,000 cwts., valued at Rs. 4 lakhs, 
to 3,000 cwits., valued at Rs. 2 lakhs. 

Raw materials and produce exported decreased by Rs. 1,28 
lakhs to Rs. 5,68 lakhs. Under this group, raw cotton re- 
corded a decrease of 16,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. 1,23 
lakhs in value. Of the total shipments of 24,000 tons, Japan 
took 12,000 tons, or 50 per cent.; China, 5,000 tons, or 21 
per cent.; Italy, 2,600 tons; Germany, 1,500 tons; and the 
United Kingdom and Belgium, 1,000 tons each, while the 
remainder went mainly to the Netherlands and France. 
Shipments of raw jute rose from 79,000 tons to 103,000 tons 
in quantity and from Rs. 1,43 lakhs to Rs. 2,10 lakhs in value. 
Exports of oilseeds showed a net decrease of 6,000 tons in 
quantity and of Rs. 19 lakhs in value. Linseed recorded an 
increase of 2,000 tons in quantity, but the value fell byRs.1 
lakh. Shipments of groundnuts shrank from 52,000 tons 
to 43,000 tons and from Rs. 79 lakhs to Rs. 63 lakhs in value. 
There was a rise of Rs. 4 lakhs under rape seed. Exports of 
raw hides and skins declined from 3,000 tons, valued at 
Rs. 33 lakhs, # 2,000 tons, valued at Rs. 16 lakhs. Exports 
of lac declined from 46,000 cwts., valued at Rs. 23 lakhs, to 
44,000 cwts., valued at Rs. 17 lakhs. Exports of rubber, raw, 
contracted by a million lbs. in quantity and Rs. 94 lakhs in 
value. Manganese ore declined from 30,000 tons, valued at . 
Rs. 9 lakhs, to 20,000 tons, valued at Rs. 6 lakhs, while teak- 
wood exports fell from 2,700 cubic tons, valued at Rs. 8 
lakhs, to 2,200 cubic tons, valued at Rs. 5 lakhs. 

Manufactured goods fell by Rs. 93 lakhs to Rs. 3,85 lakhs. 
The number of jute bags shipped fell from 42 million, 
valued at Rs. 1,34 lakhs in November, 1930, to 37 million, 
valued at Rs. 1,02 lakhs, in November, 1931. The yardage of 
gunny cloth exported amounted to 112 million, valued at 
Rs. 1,10 lakhs, as compared with 115 million (Rs. 1,35 lakhs) 
in the corresponding month of 1930. Dispatches of tanned 
skins and pig iron rose by Rs. 7 lakhs and Rs. 3 lakhs 
respectively, while paraffin wax declined by Rs. 15 lakhs. 


TRADE WITH FOREIGN COUNTRIES 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports rose from 
34 per cent. in November, 1930, to 35 per cent. in Novem- 
ber, 1931, and in exports from 27 per cent. to 35 per cent. 
The shares of Germany, Japan and the United States in 
November, 1931, were 8, 10 and 13 per cent. respectively 
under imports, and 6, 7 and 8 per cent. respectively under 
exports. 


MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING 


The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British Possessions during November last amounted 
respectively to 641,000 and 568,000, as against 588,000 and 
640,000 respectively in October, 1931, and 790,000 and 
663,000 in November, 1930. During the eight months ended 
November, 1931, the tonnage of vessels entered and cleared 
with cargoes amounted respectively to 4,895,000 and 
4,909,000, as compared with 5,252,000 and 5,406,000 in the 
corresponding period of the preceding year.

Bihar and Orissa, January 18.—No rain has fallen. 
Standing crops, including sugarcane, are generally in good 
condition. 


Punjab, January 13.—Except for light rain in parts of 


Hissar and moderate rain in parts of Rawalpindi, the 
weather has been dry. The condition of standing crops is 
average to good. Toria has been damaged by insects in 
Lyallpur. 

United Provinces, January 16.—There has been no rain 
except for a few showers in Dehra Dun and Garhwal. Rain 
is badly needed in unirrigated areas. Crops have been 
slightly damaged by white ants in the districts of Mainpuri 
and Budaon and by rats in the district of Sultanpur. Stand- 
ing crops are doing well but are withering in certain 
districts owing to a lack of rain. The prospects so far, 
however, are favourable. 


Bengal, January 20.—Hardly any rain has fallen. The 
prospects for standing crops are satisfactory, and the pre- 
paration of the land for autumn paddy and jute has com- 
menced under favourable conditions. 


Assam, January 25.—The weather has been seasonable. 
Crop outturns and prospects are fair. 


Central Provinces, January 18.—The weather has been 
clear and cool. Rats have caused some damage to cotton 
in Amraoti, wheat in Buldana and cotton, juar and wheat 
in Akola. Winter rain is needed to improve the condition 
of rabi crops and betal in the district of Bilaspur. The 
general condition of rabi crops, however, is satisfactory.

BRITISH WEST INDIES AND 
BRITISH GUIANA 


TRADE CONDITIONS AND CROP PROSPECTS 


Apart from the usual Christmas activity, trade conditions 
generally have continued quiet, reports Barclays Bank 
(Dominion, Colonial and Overseas). 

In Barbados the continuous rainfall abated about the 
middle of December, and latest advices stated that conditions 
were excellent for ripening the sugar canes. Owing to the 
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very heavy crop to be reaped, factories are expected to 
commence grinding operations by the middle of January, 


In Trinidad December was very wet, causing a good deal 
of damage to the young cocoa fruit, and cropping is expected 
to finish by about the end of March. There are indications, 
however, of a new crop of cocoa to mature in May-June, 
which, it is hoped, will make up for any shortage. Prospects 
for the sugar crop are promising, and a large output is 
anticipated, but, in the event of the absence of a spell of dry 
weather, reaping operations are likely to be hampered. 


Jamaican exports for 1931 will show a heavy fall in value; 
for the nine months ended September 30 shipments of pro- 
duce declined by about £760,000 as compared with the corre- 
sponding period of 1930. The Rum Regulation Law of 1931, 
limiting the quantity of rum to be manufactured during the 
year ending November 30, 1932, was passed by the Legis. 
lative Council on December 22 last. 


Throughout the Leeward and Windward Islands rains have 
continued with some frequency, and a spell of dry weather 
would be welcome. 


In British Guiana good rains were experienced during 
December. Conditions have been ideal on the East Coast 
for the sugar cultivation, but somewhat dry weather has 
been experienced in Berbice. The rice market has been 
strong and active; shipments during November amounted 
to 20,012 bags, while further sales of about 20,000 bags were 
made to certain of the West Indian Islands and to other 
markets during the first fortnight in December. 


CANADA 
TRADE AND INDUSTRY IN 1931 


The Canadian business situation at the end of 1931 
reflects the difficulties resulting from two years of world- 
wide depression, and, states the Royal Bank of Canada, 
there are few industries which have not been seriously 
affected. 


The decline in the price of agricultural products has been 
particularly severe and the difficult situation created by 
these conditions was further aggravated by drought in 
Western Canada. Gold production has continued to expand 
and the record established by the 1931 output was one of 
the outstanding features of the year. Industrial activity 
and construction work have been maintained in reasonable 
volume and employment has suffered less contraction than 
in many other countries. Canada, however, is dependent 
upon foreign purchases for the disposition of a large part of 
her products and has keenly felt the decreased purchasing 
power of many of her customers. In addition, Canadian 
industrialists have had to contend with the confusion result- 
ing from numerous adjustments in her foreign exchange 
relationships. 


AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION 


The volume of agricultural production was considerably 
reduced as a result of extreme drought conditions in the 
Prairie Provinces, particularly in the southern sections of 
Saskatchewan. Wheat and other crops were severely 
damaged and farmers in the affected areas did not harvest 
sufficient quantities to meet their own requirements. Alberta 
and the northern districts of Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
had a more successful year, but the Western wheat crop 
alone was 100 million bushels smaller than in 1930—a year 
of moderate harvests only. Conditions in Eastern Canada 
and British Columbia were more favourable and some crops 
created new records. Apples and potatoes are so plentiful 
that their disposal has presented a problem; the tobacco 
crop in Ontario was a bumper one of splendid quality. 
Prices for all farm products declined to very low levels and, 
with the reduced crops in the West, the value of Canadian 
field crops shows a serious reduction from previous years, 
being officially estimated for 1931 at 431,250,000 dollars, 
as compared with 631,593,000 dols. in 1930 and 948,981,400 
dols. in 1929. 


Livestock and dairy farmers had excellent pasturage and 
plenty of feed for their herds. Increased interest in dairy- 
ing was shown in Alberta and Saskatchewan, and butter 
production was greatly expanded. In Saskatchewan, output 
for the first ten months of the year exceeded 17 million lbs., 
an increase of 35 per cent. over the corresponding period of 
1930. This total is greater than the highest previous full 
year’s output for Saskatchewan, viz., 16,632,765 Ibs. in 1926. 
Exports of butter from Canada to Great Britain were re- 
sumed in substantial volume after a lapse of some years, 
the total quantity shipped during the twelve months ended 
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TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


October 31 amounting to 9,922,800 lbs., against 1,157,400 
lbs. in the previous year. The export of cattle to England 
was also heavier than in many years. Trial shipments were 
also made to France and Belgium. 


Supplies of wheat are still large but export shipments 
increased in volume towards the end of the year and prices 
have shown an upward trend. A substantial reduction in 
the large world stocks of wheat and the return of prices to 
a profitable level would do much to re-establish Canadian 
agriculture on a satisfactory basis. 


METAL AND MINERAL OUTPUT 


The rapid expansion in gold output was the outstanding 
feature of the Canadian mining industry last year. In 
1930 the value produced was 43,453,600 dols., for 1931 the 
total is placed at 55 million dols. Ontario production last 
year alone equalled the Dominion total in 1930. Quebec, 
the second largest gold-producing province of the Dominion, 
doubled its output, the total reaching 6 million dols., as 
compared with 2,930,170 dols. Manitoba and British 
Columbia also report increased production. Established 
mines greatly expanded their output during the year; mill 
capacities were increased and great improvements were 
made in methods of recovery. New mines entered the ranks 
of the shippers, and, in several instances, old properties, 
where production had become unprofitable, are again being 
worked. Exploration and prospecting work have been 
pushed forward vigorously and many promising finds have 
been reported in new areas in Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba 
and British Columbia. 


The production of base metals was discouraged by the low 
prices prevailing, but the output of silver, nickel, copper and 
lead was comparatively well maintained. The short period 
when silver prices were high had, however, a favourable 
influence on the returns of silver mines for the year, and 
zinc production during the first eight months of 1931 was 
greater than during the corresponding period of 1930. The 
discovery of silver and pitchblende ore of high radium con- 
tent in the Great Bear Lake district of the North-West 
Territories was an interesting development. 


Coal production was curtailed owing to the decreased 
demand from steel and other manufacturing industries. 
Output during the first ten months of 1931 amounted to 
9,706,512 tons, against 12,247,127 tons in the same months 
of 1930. Imports of coal also showed a substantial decline. 
Petroleum output was restricted during the latter half of 
the year as a result of Government measures in Alberta for 
the conservation of natural gas. The total produced during 
the first ten months was greater than in 1930, and it is 
thought that the 1930 record was slightly exceeded. The 
output of natural gas was also well sustained. 


FisH1ING INDUSTRY 


Weather conditions on the Atlantic coast were poor for 
fishing during the early part of the season and the opera- 
tions of the Lunenburg fleet were materially curtailed. 
Prices were low and export demand quiet, so that the fisher- 
men had little encouragement. The total catch was only 
95,000 quintals as compared with 140,000 quintals in 1930 
and 200,000 quintals in 1929. ‘The lobster catch was more 
satisfactory and was only slightly less than that of 1930— 
the largest during the past five years. The salmon pack 
in British Columbia amounted to 665,000 cases, compared 
with the record of over 2,000,000 cases established in 1930. 
The reduction was largely due to the small catch of pinks, 
which run only every second year. The increased preference 
accorded by the trade agreement with Australia was of 
considerable benefit, and the large stocks carried over from 
the 1930 pack were satisfactorily reduced. The halibut 
season was short and landings declined from 24 million lbs. 
in 1930 to 16,775,000 Ibs. in 1931. Prices were poor and 
the total value of the catch was greatly reduced. The 
pilchard industry was aided by permission to use the 
formula ‘‘ Made from refined edible oils’’ in shortening 
made from pilchard and other fish oils. Formerly, the 
entire output of oil was exported to the United States, but 
Canadian markets are now opened to these products. 


LUMBER 


The lumber industry had a quiet year. Logging conditions 
were good, but operations were curtailed and the total cut 
was comparatively small. Export markets were weak 
throughout the year and prices depressed. Russian and 
Scandinavian lumber was plentiful in the British markets 
and competition from these quarters seriously affected the 
disposal of supplies, particularly from Eastern Canada. The 
recent Australian treaty has been of material assistance to 
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Pacific Coast operators, and shipments have shown a sub- 
stantial increase. Exports to Japan and China during the 
early part of the year were also satisfactory. The domestic 
demand for lumber was greatly reduced as a result of less 
building construction in Canada. Some improvement was 
apparent late in the year in Central and Eastern Canada, 
and it was expected that stocks of lumber would be somewhat 
less than at the close of 1930. Continued low prices, how- 
ever, offer little inducement to winter logging, even with 
costs reduced to their present levels. 


MANUFACTURING ACTIVITIES 


Manufacturing operations were generally quiet through- 
out the year and operations restricted in many important 
industries. Iron and steel production was substantially re- 
duced and orders were very scarce during the latter part 
of the year. As a consequence there has been considerable 
unemployment in the industry. The number of automobiles 
and trucks produced in Canada during the first eleven 
months of the year fell off by 45 per cent. Work on new 
models was commenced late in the year and the number 
employed in the various plants was considerably augmented. 
Newsprint output also showed a decline—2,033,121 tons 
being produced during the first eleven months of 1931 as 
compared with 2,319,368 tons during the corresponding 
period of 1930. Operations average 58 per cent. of the 
rated capacity of the mills against 70 per cent. in 1930. 
The boot and shoe industry had a busy year, and in each 
month after February showed an increase in output over 
1930. The textile industry generally had a satisfactory 
year. Some silk, hosiery and rayon mills worked at full 
capacity and there was an increase in the activity of woollen 
mills, New industries have been coming to Canada in large 
numbers during the past two years for the production of 
goods now accorded Tariff protection. These plants increase 
the diversity of commodities manufactured in Canada and 
will eventually add materially to the output of Canadian 
manufacturing industry. 


CONSTRUCTION PROGRESS 


Construction works proceeded on a substantial basis, but 
the total value of contracts awarded shows a considerable 
falling off from recent years. Engineering contracts made 
up over 40 per cent. of all contracts awarded in 1931; resi- 
dential building was comparatively well maintained, but 
business and industrial construction declined. Large public 
works have been undertaken in advance of original pro- 


- grammes in order to overcome the conditions which would 


result from further reductions in building operations. 


Errect oF Worzitp CONDITIONS ON CANADIAN TRADE 


World conditions have materially affected Canada’s 
foreign trade. The reduction in the purchasing power of 
many of the countries which ordinarily buy Canadian pro- 
ducts, has been reflected in exports and the aggregate value 
of Dominion foreign trade declined over one-third during 
the past year. During the twelve months ended November 30 
exports were valued at 631 million dols., as compared with 
928 million dols. in the previous similar period. A large 
part of this may be attributed to the decline in the value 
of wheat exported and to smaller shipments of base metals, 
but exports of newsprint and other pulp and paper pro- 
ducts, automobiles, rubber tyres, agricultural implements, 
beverages and asbestos also fell off. Imports declined from 
1,033 million dols. to 648 million dols. during the same 
period, Prices have been declining steadily, so that the 
decrease in volume is by no means as great as the difference 
in total value would seem to indicate. 


Canada has been fortunate in maintaining her produc- 
tion and general business activities at present levels when 
other countries are faced with conditions of the greatest 
dificulty. Unemployment and its accompanying hardships 
have been felt less in Canada than in most countries. 


Promising features in the present economic outlook in- 
clude the healthy conditions of savings deposits, the strong 
technical position of Canadian manufacturers and a 
prosperous gold mining industry. The decline in activity 
of trade has been reflected in the falling off in the volume 
of current loans and clearing house returns. The most diffi- 
cult situation iri Canada is that of agriculture. A revival 
of world trade and a return of profits to agriculture must 
precede any general return of prosperity to this country, 
but Canada is weathering this period of difficulty in a 
favourable manner and will be in an admirable position to 
participate in the first material advance.

APPLE SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for the Dominion Government in 
London has received cabled advice from Ottawa that between 
January 7 and 13, 55,600 barrels and 11,400 boxes of 
_ Canadian apples were shipped to various United Kingdom 

ports. 


Shipments of apples from Canada during the current 
season down to December 30 last totalled 1,114,986 barrels, 
19,393 half-barrels and 459,191 boxes; as compared with 
900,111 barrels, 26,905 half-barrels and 1,175,565 boxes 
in 1930. 


NEW ZEALAND 
OVERSEAS TRADE IN 19381 


A cable from H.M. Trade Commissioner at Wellington 
states that imports into New Zealand last year amounted in 
value to £24-8 million, of which 49-2 per cent. was contri- 
buted by the United Kingdom. Exports totalled £35-2 
million, of which 88-0 per cent. represented shipments to the 


United Kingdom. 


SOUTH AFRICA 
CONDITIONS IN TRADE AND INDUSTRY 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade con- 
ditions in the Union of South Africa :— 


Seasonal Christmas and New Year trade is reported to 
have been better than anticipated, but to have compared 
unfavourably with the past few years. Even where the fall 
in turnover was comparatively small, the difficulty of collect- 
ing outstanding accounts is embarrassing in present con- 
ditions. 

It is estimated that the foreign trade figures for 1931 will 
show a surplus of exports of nearly £18 million, compared 
with £17 million in 1930 and £12 miilion in 1929. 
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Heavy rains have fallen in the Eastern and Midland Cape, 
causing great damage, but droughty conditions continue in 
the rest of the country, particularly the maize areas. 


GoLtp Output IN 1931 


The Transvaal gold output in December (26 working days) 
was 923,353 fine ozs., valued at £3,922,154, as compared 
with 908,492 ozs. and £3,859,029 in December, 1930 (also 
26 working days). The native labour supply increased 
from 224,014 to 225,612. The total output in 1931 was 
10,874,145 ozs., valued at £46,190,430, against 10,719,760 
ozs. and £45,534,647 in 1930. 

There has been little change in the diamond industry. 

Railway earnings from December 6 to January 9 
amounted to £2,042,551, or £322,449 below the estimate, 
Total earnings from April 1 to January 9 were £17,393,787, 
or £1,796,497 below the estimate, compared with £19,203,101 
in the corresponding period of the previous financial year. 

The local maize market is firmer owing to the adverse 
weather in the producing areas. Export business remains 
small. 


Woon AND SKINS 


The local wool sales re-opened on January 4 with values 
showing little change compared with last year’s closing rates. 
During the past week the market has been a little firmer, 
with more demand, and the proportion of the offerings sold 
has improved somewhat. There is a slightly better demand 
for super qualities, but demand continues relatively stronger 
for out-sortings and shorts, with values out of proportion 
to supers. The farmers have been holding their wool back 
in the hope of further Government relief. The increase in 
the bounty to 25 per cent. is expected to enliven the market 
and result in a better clearance of stocks. 

The mohair market remains very depressed. No trans- 
actions have taken place at Port Elizabeth for more than a 
week. 

Woolled skins generally remained firm throughout Decem- 
ber, but capes showed a heavy decline, and goatskins 
weakened. The Government’s decision at the end of the 
year to pay a 10 per cent. subsidy on skins and hides direct 
to the shipper has resulted in the addition of the subsidy to 
the prices paid in the New Year. Capeskins have continued 
to decline, as no subsidy is being paid on goods shipped to 
America. 

Ostrich feathers remain depressed, with an entire absence 
of overseas orders. 

Wattle bark supplies are more plentiful, and prices have 
fallen owing to the poor oversea demand. The extract 
market remains depressed, with demand uncertain. 

The deciduous fruit crops have been damaged by severe 
winds, but the crops remain large. The export of pears is 
expected to exceed the record figures of 1930. 

Most manufacturing industries remain quiet, with no 
signs of improvement. At Johannesburg the building trade 
has slackened, and trade is quiet at other centres. Wholesale 
and retail trade in soft goods is unsatisfactory, and very 
little indenting is taking place. 


WOOL SALES AND MOVEMENTS 


The Trade Commissioner for South Africa in London has 
received the following cablegram from the Secretary for 
Agriculture, Pretoria, concerning the sales of wool at the 
various Union ports for the week ended January 23 :— 


Port Elizabeth.—The number of bales of wool offered 
totalled 4,983, of which 2,787 were sold. Market un- 
changed. 


East London.—Bales offered totalled 2,614, and 1,538 were 
sold. Market 74 per cent, higher. 


Durban.—Bales offered 7,670, and 7,000 disposed of. 


The clean scoured rate ex warehouse ruling at the last- 
mentioned market was 70’s warp 13d., 70’s averaged 124d., 64’s 
warp ll3id., 64’s averaged 11d., 60’s super 10d., 60’s ordinary 
$d., South African currency. 


Cape Town.—Offerings totalled 600, and 300 bales were 
sold; with very fair competition. 

Railway receipts at the ports during the week ended January 9 
were as follows :—Port Elizabeth, 1,887 bales; East London, 
3,975 bales; Durban, 5,240 bales; and Cape Town, 27 bales. 

The number of bales of greasy wool shipped from the under- 
mentioned ports during the same week were :—Port Elizabeth, 
2,450 bales; East London, 8,443 bales ; Durban, 3,973 bales; and 
Cape Town, 157 bales.

FINLAND 


FOREIGN TRADE IN OCTOBER, 1931 


The total turnover of the foreign trade in October last 
was 745-6 million Finnish marks, a decline of 30-3 million 
mks. as compared with the previous month, states the British 
Commercial Secretary at Helsingfors. The decline was due 
to reduced exports, though imports were larger than in Sep- 
tember. In value foreign trade in October was only 67-2 per 
cent. of that for the same month in 1930 and 53-9 per cent. 
in 1929. The total turnover for the first ten months of 
1929 was 11,270-7 million mks., in 1930 8,915-0 million mks., 
and in 1931 only 6,405-6 million mks., the reduction in 
1931 as compared with 1929 being no less than 43-1 per 
cent. 


In spite of reduced exports and increased imports, the 
foreign trade during the month under review resulted in a 
surplus of exports by 45-9 million mks., thus the surplus, 
which at the end of the first nine months of last year was 
669-8 million mks., rose to 715-7 million mks. at the end of 
October, as compared with 288-2 million mks. at the end of 
October, 1930. In 1929 there was a surplus of imports of 
511-1 million mks. at the end of the first ten months. The 
following table shows the values of imports and exports 
and the balance of trade in October and during the period 
January-October, 1929-1931, illustrating the development

The returns of French foreign trade for the year 1931 
show that the value of imports amounted to 42,199 million 
francs as against 52,510 million frs. in 1930, a decrease of 
10,311 million frs., or about 20 per cent. The value of 
exports totalled 30,421 million frs., as against 42,835 million 
frs., a decrease of 12,414 million frs., or nearly 30 per cent. 


During 1931 imports of foodstuffs rose by 2,176 million 
frs., whereas there was a fall of 10,287 million frs., or 
35 per cent., in those of raw materials and of 2,200 million 
frs., or 194 per cent., in those of manufactured articles. 
Exports of foodstuffs fell by 1,601 million frs., of raw 
materials by 2,812 million frs. and of manufactured articles 
by 8,000 million frs., or 30 per cent. 


For 1931 there was an unfavourable balance of visible 
exchanges amounting to 11,778 million frs., as against one 
of 9,675 million frs. in 1930. For December the situation 
was slightly more unsatisfactory than for the previous 
months, the unfavourable balance amounting to 710 million 
frs., as against 506 million frs. in November and 594 million 
frs. in October. 


As regards weight, imports last year totalled 58,096,000 
tons, as against 60,920,000 tons in 1930, a decrease of 
2,824,000 tons, or 4} per cent.; exports amounted to 
30,329,000 tons as against 36,680,000 tons, a decrease of 
6,351,000 tons, or a little more than 17 per cent. Imports 
of foodstuffs rose by 2,725,000 tons, but there was a fall of 
5,236,000 tons, or about 10 per cent., in those of raw 
materials, and of 312,000 tons, or about 13 per cent., in 
manufactured articles. Exports of foodstuffs fell by 556,000 
tons, of raw materials by 4,925,000 tons, and of wanufac- 
tured articles by 869,000 tons, or 18 per cent.

GERMANY 
‘CONDITIONS IN TRADE AND INDUSTRY 


The following summary of the situation in some of the 
leading German industries has been taken by the British 
Commercial Secretary at Berlin from the Report for Decem- 
ber issued by the Association of German Chambers of Com- 
merce in conjunction with the Prussian Ministry of 
Commerce :— 


The situation in the coal industry in general is bad. In 
the Ruhr district some mines have been forced to make 
further reductions in personnel, and the Government will be 
faced with a further 80,000 to 90,000 unemployed. Wages 
are to be reduced by 10 per cent. as from January 1, and the 
average reduction in coal prices will also be about 10 per 
cent. These reductions are made in accordance with the 
last Emergency Decree. 


Considerable pressure is being brought to bear on those 
municipalities importing foreign coal. Demands are being 
made that municipalities should only use German coal. 
This applies especially to municipal gas works. It is stated 
that the increased import of foreign coal during the three 
months September-November was 115,000 tons, of which 
80,000 tons was the British increase. 


THe Pounp STERLING AND BRITISH COMPETITION 


Great stress is laid on the fact that competition from 
Great Britain is bound to be encountered in the contested 
areas owing to the depreciation of sterling, and that this 
competition will become serious in Germany itself if ener- 
getic measures are not taken to counteract it. Suggestions 
are made that a depreciated currency law should operate at 
once, as in France, 


It is also pointed out that industrial coal will be less in 
demand in Germany owing to the effect of the new British 
Customs duties on the export of German manufactured 
goods. Another suggestion which is strongly urged is that 
the coastal tariff on coal should be reduced in order to allow 
German coal to compete. The Rhenish Westphalian Coal 
Syndicate points out that the lowering of the railway tariff 
by Emergency Decree merely affected the price of inland 
coal, whereas a reduction of the coastal tariff would assist 
German against foreign coal. The Government is advised to 
open up inland waterways in order to facilitate and cheapen 
the transport of coal. 


The reduction in coking has caused a decline of 30 per 
cent. in raw tar and tar products. The shrinkage in the 
production of by-products was especially noticeable in the 
second half of 1931, and it is feared that a reduction of 
from 40 to 50 per cent. will occur in 1932. 


The same complaints are made in the heavy industries that 
the fall in sterling has not only reduced German competitive 
power abroad, but opens the country to the sale of British 
products. Complaints are also made that markets are now 
closed to Germany owing to exchange regulations and higher 
tariffs in various countries. 


Tue SITUATION IN OTHER INDUSTRIES 


The electro-technical and machine tool industries both 
report reductions in the home markets, the only branch 
showing much success being the wireless industry. Foreign 
trade was affected by the various foreign exchange regula- 
tions and the fall of sterling. 


The chemical industry reported a steady fall in both the 
home and foreign markets. The home market was less than 
two-thirds of previous years. 


Throughout the textile industry reports show, in view of 
the general world depression and uncertainty, small orders 
only are being given. Competition is said to be very keen 
abroad. The stocking industry states that exports to Eng- 
land are out of the question owing to the heavy Customs 
duties. The closing of the British market has left several 
firms in a serious condition, as stocks for that market are 
useless for practically all other markets. Dismissals of staff 
and workers have been numerous throughout the industry. 


The general report in the ceramic industry was not too 
bad, but fears are felt for the future. France and Italy are 
the only two big markets abroad still open for the electro- 
Porcelain industry, as the fall in exchange and Customs 
duties have closed the British market, and the Scandinavian 
markets are not buyers owing to the exchange situation. In

FORMOSAN SUGAR CROP, 1931-32

TAMSUI. 
The second official estimate of the Formosan sugar crop 
for the 1931-32 season places production at 16,027,794 piculs, 
or 946,441 tons, of centrifugal and plantation white, and 
191,008 piculs, or 11,279 tons, of brown sugar, making a 
total of 16,218,802 piculs, or 957,720 tons. 


If these figures—which are 887,946 piculs higher than 
those of the first estimate—are fully realised, a fresh new 
record for the Island will have been established, the improve- 
ment on the previous record figures of 1929-30 amounting 
to 2,710,743 piculs, or 160,069 tons.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


The fortnightly cable received by the London office of 
the Guaranty Trust Company of New York states that there 
has been some improvement in business sentiment since the 
year-end, but general business is quiet, the result of post- 
holiday dullness and unseasonable weather. Retailers’ stocks 
are low, but wholesale orders are being placed in small lots. 


Recent improvement in the stock market, with strength 
in the grain market and the better domestic and foreign 
demand for cotton, is encouraging. 


The company’s preliminary index of business activity in 
December is 58-8, aaginst 57-9 in the previous month and 
74-2 in December, 1930. The company’s wholesale com- 
modity price index on January 15 was 43-1, against 43-1 in 
December and 55-5 a year ago. 


The New York Reserve Bank estimated total volume of 
production and trade last year at 13 per cent. below 1930 
and 25 per cent. below 1929. 


Commercial failures in December numbered 2,758, against 
2,195 in November and 2,525 a year ago. The liabilities of 
the December failures were 73,212,950 dollars, against 
60,659,612 dols. in November and 83,683,361 dols. a year ago. 


Factory employment in New York State in December 
declined 1 per cent. ; the decline was proportionately greater 
in New York City as a result of slackening in the clothing 
industry. Cotton consumed in December was 460,000 bales, 
against 481,557 in November and 449,040 a year ago. 
Production of cdtton cloth in December was 12 per cent. 
below November. 


Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended January 16 was 65-2, against 65-3 
the week before and 66-7 the fortnight before.

The Board of Trade are informed that an Exchange of 
Notes of October 24 and 27 between the Chilean and German 
Governments was brought provisionally into force with retro- 
spective effect as from October 25 by a German regulation 
of December 17. 

The Exchange of Notes provides for the prolongation 
until December 31, 1931, of the German-Chilean Commercial 
Treaty of February 1, 1862, which was denounced by Chile 
on July 24 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of August 13, page 200). 

The German Government undertake to admit free of duty 
during the year 1931 a quantity of Chile saltpetre equal 
to that actually imported from Chile during 1930. 

The parties agree in the Exchange of Notes to enter into 
negotiations for the conclusion of a new commercial treaty 
as soon as possible.

HORTICULTURAL PRODUCTS (EMERGENCY 
CUSTOMS DUTIES) NO. 2 ORDER, 1932* 


Whereas by Sub-section (1) of Section 1 of the Horti- 
cultural Products (Emergency Customs Duties) Act, 1931,T 
it is provided that if the Minister of Agriculture and 
Fisheries considers that it is desirable so to do, he may with 
the concurrence of the Treasury by Order apply that Act 
to any articles of any of the descriptions set out in the 
Schedule to that Act. 

And whereas by Sub-section (1) of Section 2 of the said 
Act it is provided that subject to the provisions thereof, 
there shall on the importation into the United Kingdom of 
articles of any description to which, by virtue of an Order 
made under the last recited Section the said Act for the time 
being applies, be charged thereon such Duties of Customs as 
may be specified in the Order subject to the limitation pro- 
vided in Sub-section (2) of Section 2, as follows :— 

(2) The Duties to be charged as aforesaid :— 

(a) may be charged by reference to value, weight, 
measurement or quantity, as may be provided in 
the Order; 

(b) shall be charged for such periods and may be charged 
at such different rates for such different parts of 
any period, as may be so provided; 

(c) shall not exceed one hundred per cent. of the value 
of the articles, and, in the case of articles of any 
description to be charged to Duty otherwise than 
by reference to value, the value thereof for the 
purpose of the foregoing limitation shall be taken 
to be the wholesale price, as determined by the 
Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries, of articles 
of that description prevailing at the correspond- 
ing period of the preceding year. 

And whereas the Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries 
considers it desirable so to do. 

Now therefore the Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries 
in pursuance of the powers conferred upon him by the said

BRITISH HONDURAS 


PACKAGE TAX IMPOSED; TARIFF 
AMENDMENTS 


The Finance Ordinance, 1931 (No. 25 of 1931), assented 
to on December 22, 1931, provides, inter alia, for the levy 
as from December 31, 1931, and until March 31, 1932, of a 
package tax of 5 cents upon every package of goods, wares, 
merchandise and other articles imported or brought into the 
Colony (except bona fide baggage and effects belonging to 
and accompanying passengers) or taken out of bond for 
consumption in the Colony. ‘‘ Package ’’ shall mean and 
include any goods, wares, merchandise or other articles, 
wrapped, encased or protected by an outer protection or 
covering. 

The Ordinance also provides for the levy, as from Decem- 
ber 22, and until March 31, 1932, of a Customs Surtazx 
amounting to 25 per cent. of the duty, which is to be levied 
on all goods subject to an ad valorem rate of duty in accord- 
ance with the First Schedule to the Customs and Excise 
Duties Ordinance (No. 19 of 1929). The surtax will not

IRISH FREE STATE 


CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN FOR BACON 


With reference to the notice in the “‘ B.T.J.”’ of January 7 
(pages 25-6) respecting the imposition of Customs duties 
on bacon imported into the Irish Free State, the United 
Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin reports that in con- 
nection with the Certificates of Origin and Declarations 
which must be furnished (see Appendices ‘‘ C’’ and *‘ D”’ 
in the above-mentioned notice), the Revenue Commissioners 
have had under consideration the difficulties which may arise 
in the case of consignments of bacon accompanied by one 
Certificate of Origin which thereafter are sold to various 
distributors before importation into the Irish Free State or 
are imported into the Irish Free State in small parcels at 
various times. In such cases the Revenue Commissioners 
are prepared to accept in lieu of the original Certificate of 
Origin, a copy thereof certified as being a true copy by a 
diplomatic, trade or consular representative of the country 
of origin. As regards signatures to attestations, the signa- 
ture of an Irish Free State representative or of a British 
Consular Officer will be accepted equally with the signature 
of a Customs official or of an official competent to administer 
oaths in the country of origin. 

The Revenue Commissioners have also extended the period 
during which they are prepared, as a temporary measure, to 
waive production of Certificates of Origin and Declarations 
to February 29, inclusive, in the case of Canadian and 
American bacon, and to January 31 in the case of bacon 
from other countries.

ARGENTINA 
TAXATION OF MOTOR TYRES AND FILMS 


H.M. Ambassador at Buenos Aires reports, by telegraph, 
that the valuation of motor tyres for Customs purposes has 
been reduced from 3-20 to 1-60 gold pesos per kilog. (‘lhe 
present Customs import duty is 42 per cent. of the valua- 
tion, including the various surtaxes.) At the same time an 
excise duty has been established on all motor tyres, whether 
imported or manufactured locally, at the rate of 14 paper 
pesos per kilog. 

Cinematograph films are to be subject to a special duty 
of 15 gold pesos per kilog. 


CHILE 
IMPORTATION OF BIOLOGICAL PRODUCTS, 
ETC. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a Decree 
dated November 7, and effective on December 17, approving 
in their final form revised regulations regarding the prepara- 
tion, importation and sale in Chile of biological and bio- 
chemical products for human or veterinary use. These 
regulations represent a revision of those promulgated in 
May last, the enforcement of which was postponed in- 
definitely. 


The products affected include sera, vaccines and viruses 
used in the treatment or prevention of disease in men or 
animals; lactic ferments; solutions for injection prepared 
with an organic base; sera, extracts, biological products, 
etc., used in diagnosis; thyroid, parathyroid, adrenaline, 
insulin and the like; vitamins and vitamin products; arseno- 
benzols and the like. 


A further Decree fixes the duties to be paid in respect of 
these products. In the case of imported goods, these are as 
follows :—Licence to import: 50 pesos for each biological or 
biochemical product, to be paid once only; Taz on sales: 
for each bottle, ampoule, phial, box, or unit: varying from 
10 centimos when the retail selling price is from 2 to 5 
pesos each, to 80 centimos when the price is 20 pesos or 
more. Opotherapeutic multiglandular products pay twice 
these rates, and products put up in containers other than 
those specified pay 8 per cent. on the price. Foreign pro-

ducts of a kind for which suitable substitutes are not made 
in the country pay a quarter of the above rates.

COLOMBIA 
CONSULAR INVOICES, ETC. 


Information has been received from the Colombian Consyl. 
General to the effect that the provisions of the Customs Law 
relating to the preparation of invoices for goods shipped to 
Colombia have been amended by a Decree (No. 7), in force 
from January 5. 

Art. 410 of the Customs Law, which provides that when 
goods purchased in various Consular districts are entered 
on one Consular invoice, this document must be accom. 
panied by original commercial invoices or extracts there- 
from, is suspended. In place of these commercial invoices 
certificates of origin, in triplicate, in Spanish, will be 
required. Such certificates are to be issued by Chambers 
of Commerce or other authorised bodies, and will be 
legalised free of charge by the Colombian Consul (or the 
Consul of a friendly nation) in the country of origin. One 
copy of the certificate is to be returned to the shippers, one 
is to be sent with the Consular invoice to the Custom House 
of importation, and the third will be sent to the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs with a copy of the Consular invoice. 

Colombian Consuls at the port of shipment are to certify 
the Consular invoice, the bill of lading, certificate of health 
and the passenger and crew lists. 

The paragraphs of Arts. 412 and 413 of the Customs Law 
which provided for the insertion in the Consular invoice of 
the retail price for internal consumption in the country 
of export, for each of the articles specified in the Consular 
invoice, are also suspended. 


[Nore.—The above notice is a corrected version of the 
notice in last week’s issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ (see page 100), 
from which the word ‘‘ Consular’’ was inadvertently 
omitted in the second line of the second paragraph. ] 


From subsequent information received from the Consul- 
General it is understood that these certificates of origin are 
required for all shipments, whether they concern re-exports 
or not. 


CUBA 
DUTIES ON VEGETABLE OILS INCREASED 


The measure increasing the duties on cottonseed oil, edible 
oils, etc., imported into Cuba (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of Decem- 
ber 31, page 844) provides also, as follows, for the increase 
of the duty on other vegetable oils classified under Tariff 
No. 101:— 

Palm kernel, earth nut, sesame, soya, sunflower and maize 
oil, duty increased from 4 to 5 pesos per 100 kilogs. 

Coconut oil, duty increased from 1 to 5 pesos per 100 
kilogs. 

In each case provision is made that the duty is to be 
further increased by 10 per cent. per annum, as from 

July 1 next, until the duties reach 7-50 pesos per 100 kilogs. 

When, however, these oils are imported by manufacturers 

of soaps and paints for use exclusively in their manufac- 

turing processes, the former rates of duty will be 
applicable. 

Castor oil and other vegetable oils used for medicinal 
purposes, not specially mentioned in the tariff, duty in- 
creased from 4 to 5 pesos per 100 kilogs. 

When these oils are imported in a refined state a surcharge 
of 30 per cent. of the duties will be levied, and if the oils 
are imported in bottles, jars or tins of a capacity of one 
litre or less, a further surcharge of 15 per cent. of the duties 
will be levied.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


SUPPLEMENTARY DUTIES ON GRAIN AND 
FLOUR 

A Government Ordinance, dated January 4, increases the 
supplementary duty on oats from 30 to 33 Czech kr. per 100 
kilogs. and reduces that on flour and milled products of 
grain and cereals from 52 to 50 Czech kr. per 100 kilogs. 
The supplementary duties on wheat, meslin and spelt, and 
on rye and barley remain unchanged at 25, 15 and 36

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS (AUTHORISATIONS 
FOR PAYMENT) 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Prague 
reports the issue of a regulation requiring importers of a 
large number of goods, described as ‘‘ superfluous,’’ to 
obtain authorisation for payment before the goods may be 
imported. Further information regarding the regulation 
will be published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ as soon as possible. 


It is understood that goods dispatched on or before 
January 25, with Czechoslovakia as their direct destination, 
may be imported without the authorisation required by the 
new regulation. 


DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 
IMPORT OF CEMENT 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a recent Law 
(No. 224) which provides that all cement imported into 
the Dominican Republic must satisfy the standards pre- 
scribed by the American Association for Testing Materials, 
and be subject to inspection on arrival.

ECUADOR

Customs Tariff relating to foodstuffs and beverages. In one 
or two cases duties have been reduced and in a few cases 
no alteration has been made, but the duties on the great 
majority of goods have been substantially increased. Par- 
ticulars of the more important alterations are given below.

FRANCE 
CONTROL OF TRADE IN TURPENTINE, ETC. 


A recent Law regulates the use in France of the descrip- 
tions *‘ essence de térébenthine’”’ (spirit of turpentine) ; 
or combinations, derivations or imitations of the word 
“térébenthine ’? (turpentine); essence of pine, wood or 
resin; pine or resin oils; ‘‘ turpene’’ and “ pinene’”’ or 
combinations, derivatives or imitations of these words. As 
regards manufactured products presented to the public as 
containing some spirit of turpentine or the essence of any 
resinous product, the proportion of such spirit or essence 
must be indicated clearly to the buyer. Detailed regulations 
for the execution of these provisions are to be issued later.

APPLIED 


H.M. Representative at Paris reports that the ‘‘ exchange 
compensation ’’ surtaxes which have been applied in France 
to goods from the United Kingdom and certain other 
countries are reported, by the French Press, to have been 
made applicable in French Indo-China also. 


GERMANY 
CUSTOMS DUTIES ON BUTTER AND CHEESE 


The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ’’ of January 20 contains 
a Ministerial Order, dated January 19, which provides that, 
as from January 23, the Customs duty on fresh, salted or 
melted butter (No. 134 of the German Customs Tariff) is 
increased from 50 to 170 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs. in the 
case of butter produced in Australia, Canada and Poland, 
and from 50 to 100 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs. in the case 
of butter produced in other countries.* The Order also pro- 
vides that butter the produce of Argentina, Denmark, Fin- 
land, New Zealand, Norway and Sweden is to be subject 
to a surtax of 15 per cent. ad valorem in addition to the 
Customs duty proper (‘‘ General ”’ or ‘‘ Conventional,’’ as 
the case may be). The value of butter for the purpose of 
the surtax is fixed at 240 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs. 


The same Order also increases, as from February 1, the 
Customs duty on soft cheese made from skim milk and on 
milk albumen (Tariff No. 135) from 6 to 17 Reichsmarks per 
100 kilogs.

ITALY 


IMPORT PROHIBITIONS 


A Royal Decree-Law, dated December 21 and published 
in the ‘* Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ of December 31, 1931, autho- 
rises the Minister of Finance to impose further restrictions 
on the importation of goods into Italy. 


Authorisation is given to the Minister to limit or pro- 
hibit the import into lialy of goods in addition to those 
specified in the schedule annexed to the Royal Decree-Law 
of November 14, 1926. The Decree provides, however, for 
exceptions to be made, on the basis of reciprocal treatment, 
in favour of goods coming from countries which expressly,

POLAND 
DRAWBACK OF IMPORT DUTY 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
has forwarded a translation of an Order dated December 22, 
1931, which extends until further notice the period (expiring 
on December 31, 1931) during which a refund will be 
allowed of the import duty on yarns, dyestuffs and chemicals 
used in the manufacture of certain textile goods when such 
goods are subsequently exported from Poland. Certain of 
the categories in respect of which refunds have hitherto 
been granted have been modified or extended, and a few 
new categories have been introduced. Particulars of the

An Order, dated December 22, 1931, continues in force 
(from January 1 until June 30, 1932) the provisions of pre- 
yious Orders under which a redeced Customs duty amounting 
to 35 per cent. of the normal duty is payable on machinery 
and apparatus of kinds not manufactured in Poland, when 
imported into that country to form a component part of 
newly installed complete equipment of industrial establish- 
ments or for the purpose of decreasing the costs or increasing 
the volume of industrial or agricultural production. The 
same Order provides that for flax-preparing machinery of 
kinds not manufactured in Poland a reduced Customs duty 
may be accorded amounting to 10 per cent. of the normal 
import duty thereon. 


TEMPORARY REDUCTION OF CERTAIN 
CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
has forwarded a list of goods the Customs duties on which 
are, by virtue of an Order dated December 22, 1931, to be 
payable at a specified percentage only of the ‘normal rate 
during the period January 1 to June 30, 1932 inclusive. 
The list includes most of the items for which a similar re- 
duction of duty had already been accorded up to the end 
of December, 1931.

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NEW TRAVEL CONCESSIONS FOR OVERSEAS 
BUYERS 


Unprecedented travel concessions for overseas buyers 
travelling to the British Industries Fair in London and 
Birmingham next month are announced by the Department 
of Overseas Trade. They include sweeping reductions in 
train, steamship and aeroplane fares. Foreign companies 
have followed the lead of the British railways in reducing 
their rates for the occasion. 


Apart from travel concessions, it is stated that there will 
be many new privileges for overseas buyers in London, in- 
cluding free admission to many places of interest, honorary 
membership of certain institutions and clubs, and tickets 
for West End theatres available at reduced rates at a 
special kiosk at Olympia. 


SIMPLIFYING TICKET PURCHASE 


In previous years the British railways have allowed the 
buyer to travel to either or both sections of the Fair and 
back to the starting point in Britain for the single fare 
plus a third, but this year for the first time the starting 
point for the overseas buyer to obtain the benefit of the 
British concession is not his landing place in England, but 
his Continental port of embarkation. 


This means that on landing in England the buyer is saved 
the bother—which often cancelled out the financial induce- 
ment—of having to delay getting his seat in the train 
for London in order to present a voucher he did not under- 
stand to a booking clerk who probably did not speak his 
own language. 


Moreover, tickets embracing the British concession and 
any Continental concession along the route to his port of 
embarkation may be booked by the European buyer in his 
own country, thus still further simplifying the concessions 
and adding to their value as an inducement to buyers to 
come to the lair. 


Cheap tickets for the British concession, which will be 
purchasable at the Hook of Holland, Flushing and Antwerp 
(L.N.E.R.); at Ostend, Calais, Boulogne, Dieppe, Havre 
and St. Malo (Southern Railway); Dunkerque (L.M.S.); 
and at the chief travel agencies in such centres as Paris, 
Brussels, Berlin, Cologne, The Hague, and Berne, will be 
bookable straight through to London or Birmingham direct 
or to Birmingham via London, in which case they will 
include even the journey by special bus from Victoria to 
Paddington or by Underground from Liverpool Street 
stations to the London terminal stations for Birmingham. 


ForEIGN TRAVEL CONCESSIONS 


Foreign railway concessions include reductions of 25 per 
cent. in Germany, Poland and Turkey; shipping concessions 
consist of reductions of 25 and 33} (thirty-three and one- 
third) per cent. on fares from the principal Baltic and 
Northern European ports; and there are reductions of 
25 per cent. on the British and Belgian air services to 
England and of 10 per cent. on the German and Dutch 
lines. The British concession (Imperial Airways) also 
applies to the Empire routes from India, the Near East 
and Kenya, with the exception of the Brindisi-Paris section 
which is still covered by rail. 


A new travel voucher in four languages will entitle the 
bona fide buyer to the various concessions. The voucher 
will be obtainable at the nearest British Embassy, Legation 
or Consular Office and at the Continental offices of Messrs. 
Thomas Cook-Wagon-Lits on presentation of the official 
card of invitation to the Fair. 


Free passport’ visas, valid for three months, have again 
been granted by the Foreign Office for visitors to the Fair. 


The British Industries Fair will open simultaneously in 
London and Birmingham on February 22, the closing dates 
being Olympia, London, March 3; Castle Bromwich, 
Birmingham, March 4; White City, London, March 5.

BIRMINGHAM EXTENSIONS AND 
IMPROVEMENTS 


The Birmingham Section of the British Industries Fair, 
which H.R.H. The Prince of Wales is to visit on Thursday, 
February 25, will be the largest since its inauguration 
in 1920. Once again the huge permanent buildings have 
been extended—this time to provide extra stand space 
amounting to over 40,000 square feet, bringing the total 
roofed-in floor space up to approximately 13 acres. 


In addition, the outside exhibits will occupy far more 
space than ever before, the most important addition being 
a road several hundred feet in length, with three inter- 
secting lengths, which is to be built during the period of the 
Fair as a means of showing under working conditions the 
exhibits of quarry and road-making plant which form a 
new section of the Fair this year. 


The extensions also include a new Royal room, a new 
dining room, a large committee room and vast kitchens 
mainly electrically equipped. 


CoacHES FOR BuYERS 


The Fair buildings have been redecorated outside in 
primrose and green and the lay-out of the entrances and 
grounds has been altered with the object of speeding up 
buying by making it possible for the buyer, whether he 
arrives by train, bus or private car, to go straight to the 
group of exhibits in which he is interested without having 
to pass down crowded gangways in other sections. 


Hitherto the buyer has usually entered the Fair by turn- 
stiles at one end of the long rectangular building and if he 
happened to be interested in electricity he had to walk a 
third of a mile before he reached his destination. This year he 
will enter the Fair by turnstiles at the gates to the grounds 
and will find awaiting him the latest type of saloon coaches 
which will continually make complete circuits of the build- 
ings, with stops at the various entrances, all of which will 
be clearly marked with large signs to indicate which trade 
group they serve. 


Private cars will pass into a 12-acre car park, running 
the full length of the Fair buildings on the north side, and 
will stop opposite the section which is to be visited. From 
the car park the buyer will pass through the nearest turn- 
stiles into the Fair grounds and then to the appropriate 
door. The supplementary car park at the eastern end of 
the Fair buildings has been abolished. 


Wiper Farr APPROACHES 


The roads round the Fair buildings, which previously have 
been little used except for transport of exhibits, have been 
widened and strengthened for the new rotary passenger 
traffic. 


Chester Road, which leads past the Fair buildings and 
which will carry the whole of the traffic, whether from 
Birmingham or London, has been widened to provide dupli- 
cate 22-foot carriage-ways which will speed up traffic con- 
siderably, for previously the two-way road was only 16 feet 
wide. This means that there is now a handsome road, 120 
feet wide, with duplicate carriage-ways, centre strip of 
green, with wide footpaths and green margins, all the way 
to the Fair from within two miles of the centre of the 
city. 


HELPING THE BuyEeR oN His Way 


More has been done than in any previous year to help 
the buyer at home and overseas. The last ‘“‘shot’”’ of a 
series of follow-up communications to 40,000 prospective 
buyers is a brochure containing a list of the articles ex- 
hibited, names of the manufacturers of those articles being 
supplied to the buyer on application, and a booklet which 
is a complete guide to means of travelling to the Fair and 
to the various unprecedented concessions which have been 
made by the passport authorities, railways, shipping com- 
panies and air lines. 


In this booklet it is clearly explained to the buyer what 
he must do before leaving his own country in order to take 
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advantage of the help provided and what he must do on 
arriving in England and on arriving at the Fair, 
Simplified time-tables will give his trains from the various 
sea ports to Birmingham and to London and between the 
two cities. 


FAcILITIES IN BIRMINGHAM 


There is full information, too, of the facilities for buyers 
in the City of Birmingham and at the Fair. Large red 
arrows at New Street and Snow Hill stations, it js 
explained, will guide the buyer to the Fair Enquiry Kiosks, 
Blue arrows will guide him to the Main Enquiry Bureau at 
the Chamber of Commerce building. Green arrows will 
guide him to the starting points of the special buses run. 
ning to the Fair at frequent intervals. 


Arrangements are being made with theatres, dance halls 
and other places of entertainment in Birmingham for seats 
to be reserved for visitors to the Fair and special enter. 
tainments are being organised. 


The buyers’ lounge, which is the usual rendezvous for 
visitors, will again be in the link between the main Fair 
building and the restaurant building on the north side, 
Visitors will find many improvements in the catering 
arrangements and in indoor decoration in the restaurants 
and buffets. New heating equipment has also been installed 
in the Fair. 


As usual, the hours of opening for the Birmingham 
Section of the Fair will be from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m., the 
public being admitted at a charge of 2s. 6d., but for the 
first time this year the hours will be extended until 8 p.m. 
on the first Wednesday, February 24, and the second 
Thursday, March 3—local early closing days—with reduced 
prices for the public from 4 p.m. onwards. The Section will 
close on Friday, March 4.
